essential modes of culture, (3) its method is demonstration, and (4) its end is 
marking off truth from falsehood in historical reports.The rest of the dis- 
cussion indicates that these are four integral aspects of the same sciences .

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«Ibn Khaldun takes pride in, and repeatedly mentions the fact that he 
has followed the method of scientific demonstration in organizing his new 
science^. But this does not mean that all the premisses and arguments 
necessary for understanding the new science are to be found in the text. This 
is especially true regarding its philosophic foundation. The science of culture 
is a special science dealing with a particular subject matter: human society. 
This means that the author was at liberty not to treat explicity problems of a 
more general pKflosophic nature whose conclusions he needed as prin- 
ciples^ and methodological tools for the particular science he was dis- 
cussing. Thus , although we encounter concepts taken from metaphysics, 
politics, and logic, e.g., 'nature' 'cause', 'end', 'the good' and 'demon- 
stration', we find no elaborate and independent discussion of these concepts. 
This is proper, since Ibn Khaldun has written a work on history and not on 
metaphisics, politics, or logics.

All that is found in culture is a diversity of desired or 
actualized ends, and a diversity of opinions asserting that some of them are 
more worthy than others, that some are apparent and others real, that some 
lead to true happiness. Yet neither the factual existence of, nor the opinions 
about, ends are sufficient for the understanding of culture. The factual 
existence of diverse ends does not preclude the possibility that some of 
them are partial ends and others only means in relation to a supreme end. 
As to opinions, it is precisely the function of reason to penetrate beyond 
them and grasp the truth of which they are but imperfect reflections: diverse 
opinions about the end of man and society are indications pointing toward a 
supreme end which as a principle can be known by reason alone. This 
principle defines the good of manias the perfection of his nature, abso- 
lutely speaking and without reference to particular circunstances» o).

from which further, more detailed consequences follow^.

* «Once these principles (that the regime of Law is prescribed by God 
through the prophet who declares and legislates it)<2>of the regime of Law 
are grasped, the formal relation between the ruler and the ruled and the 
arrangement of offices in it can be easily shown to follow from them. The 
relation between the ruler and the ruled in the regime of Law is based on two 
basic political principles. The first is unqualified or pure justice (a dl mahd) 
which does not exist except in such a regime, for in it justice is both 
commanded by the Law and upheld by the consensus of the community^). 
Further, this supreme social virtue exists in the regime of Law in accor- 
dance with its most perfect definition, namely, rendering to everyone what 
is his due and what is good for himw. i.e. , the good realized in this regime is 
total and not a partial good. The second is moderation (qasd),which is also 
commanded by the Lawcs). Like all the political principles of the regime of 
Law, justice and moderation are commanded in the context of the ends of 
man both in this world and the next. Thus, justice is intended to preserve 
society, and to aid man is attaining his well-being in this world and the next; 
and moderation is intended to protect society from the excesses of mundane 
desires which lead to its destruction, and to aid man in viewing mundane 
goods as parts within the totality of his end%6>*(7)..

«Primitive culture is driven toward civilization by the desire for power, 
riches and leisure. Its members are able to conquer an existing civilized 
state, or to create one, because they have strength, courage , endurance, 
and, above all, inner cohesion and solidarity. These virtues are necessary 
for the new adventure. Yet, it is not always easy for a primitive group to 
travel the road to civilization. The virtues of its members can be a source of 
new dissesions and conflicts. Its solidarity is not stable, and once its 
members have achieved certain objectives, they may resist further 
demands from their ruler. They may then be dominated by a strong civilized 
state, lured by its ways, and became content with small remuneration for 
serving it as mercenaries^). Further, their primitive mode of life was such 
that they have acquired habits contrary to the ways of civilization; and these 
habits (awa'id)o) may have become second nature. They may have 
developed social and psychological attitudes preventing them from creating 
a civilization and driving them to destroy the civilization they may domi- 
nate. This is particularly true of nomadic primitive cultures like those of the 
Berber and Arab nomadic tribes. Nomadic life engenders the love of per- 
sonal feunds and indifference to authority, the habit of continuous move- 
ment and lack of attachment to certain regions, and the habit of approaching 
whatevci is in sight regardless of the rights of others; and civilization cannot

«The last stage of the process of disintegration arrives when the city is 
forced, because of the decline of the state , to attend to whose power 
depends on arousing therabbleand the dispossessed masses created by the 
city, and satisfying their hunger for booty and bloodshed. Factions arise in 
the city struggling to wrest power from each other. In that struggle they 
destroy what the plagues and conquerors have spared. Artisans and 
farmers, discouraged by the decline of demand and the threat of revolutions 
and transgressions, cease producing the necessary food stuffs and other 
articles. The result is famine and the collapse of the structure that has 
characterized the city and distinguished it from village. When the point is 
reached where the labour of the inhabitants of the city can hardly satisfy 
their needs for mere subsistence, the city has ceased to exist.lt has either 
turned into a village whose inhabitants are leading a primitive mode of life, 
or into an unprotected and unproteeting heap of ruin$o>*2).

«Common ancestry, common interests , and common experiences of 
life and death reiforce each other in developing the feeling of solidarityi) . In 
time, the latter factors overshadow common ancestry. Persons outside the 
blood- relations of a group are adopted and become part of it; common 
ancestry remains an important factor, but in reality it has become a mere 
figment. Some isolated tribes do continue to possess solidarity based on 
true common ancestry, but in most primitive groups geneologies become 
confused and a common ancestry is adopted as a means of attaining sol- 
idarity^ . Solidarity comes into being as a result of common ancestry, but it 
is usually sustained by external factors: The feeling of relatedness is dic- 
tated by the necessity of cooperation and self-defenc§3) .
